—eeOoOl BOARD 


There has been a marked improvement in the schools in_ town 
during the past year. ‘Vhis is mainly due to the energy and faith- 
fulness of an efficient corps of teachers. And yet there is 
another element that enters largely into the success of all schools. 
‘Vhe hearty co-operation of parents and patrons is acknowledged 
by all to be necessary. And without such assistance no_ teacher, 
however energetic or well qualified, can attain the highest suc- 
cess. 1} gives us great plesure to report a decided increase in this 
direction. And we recommend all parents and others interested 
in the education of the children to cordially encourage both 
teachers and scholars in their efforts to secure a thorough and 


‘practical education. 


The school houses have been repaired ; for amount expended 
see ‘“Treasurer’s Report ; 
appreciated by the children, who now have pleasant and com- 
fortable school rooms. We regard a pleasant room as one of the 
essentials in securing an education. We confidently look forward 
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and are now in good repair. ‘This is 


for increasing prosperity. 

The new text book law comes into effect this year. It will 
secure uniformity in the lessons, which every educator knows has 
heen such a source of perplexity and hindrance in all our 
schools. An appropriation of $200 will be needed for this pur- 


pose, 
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Vhere have been 223 scholars in attendance during the year. 

We earnestly request every citizen of the town to use their 
best efforts to secure the attendance of every scholar in town that 
ull may enjoy the benefits of our common schools. 

Very many of our people are desirous of having more school- 
ing. We recommend that there be three (3) terms in each 
school year of ten (10) weeks each. An appropriation of $500 
will be needed.
